Messages of Protest Pour in 
to Ottawa 

Determined to give Ottawa auth¬ 
orities no rest until a satisfactory 
answer is received in respect to the 
continuation of the construction work 
on tho Esquimau Drydock. a further 
conference of business men of the 
city will be held at the Chamber of 
Commerce Booms at 10.30 o’clock to¬ 
morrow morning. 

The various prominent citizens who 
have taken up the case have been ex¬ 
tremely active since the announce¬ 
ment of the closing down of the work. 
Every effort is being made to con- ! 
vince Ottawa that it is vital to the 
Interests of Canada's national ship¬ 
ping. and the prosperity of the Paci¬ 
fic Coast of Canada that the drydock 
should be completed. 

Three Protests. 

The Esquimau Property Owners’ I 
Association decided to send a tele¬ 
gram to Dr. J. H. King. Federal Min¬ 
ister of Public Works, urging the 
necessity and continuance of the con¬ 
struction <>f the drydock at their 
meeting last evening. 

Last night, George T. War rod. Sec¬ 
retary of the chamber <>f Commerce, 
received n telegram from Dr. S. F. 
Tolmie. M. P. for Victoria, stating 
that t lie wire of the Associated 
Boards of Trade concerning the Es¬ 
quimau drydock had been read on the 
floor of the House: 

"The Government speaks encour¬ 
agingly of the matter, but can give 
no definite statement." said Dr- 
Tolmie in his wire. 

The unemployed are strongly voic¬ 
ing a protest against the stoppage of 
work on the drydock. Vigorous pro¬

Paris, April 4.—The French attitude toward the Genoa Con¬ 
ference has undergone a great change in the last forty-eight hours, 
the coolness and scepticism previously shown in official circles 
having given way to the sentiment that something must come out 
of the conference and that the French delegation must go to work 
wholeheartedly to that end. Premier Poincare has definitely de¬ 
cided to go himself as soon as his official duties permit.

Struggle With A. F. of L. Body 
in Massachusetts 

Cause of Divison Is a Textile 
Strike 

Lawrence, Mass., April 4.—This 
city to-day was the scene not only 
of a struggle between cotton mills 
and their striking operatives over a 
wage, cut, but of a contest between 
conservative and radical labor unions 
for strike control. 

The One Big Union, organized no¬ 
where else in New England, had be¬ 
come a militant factor- overnight 
through the action of Ben Legere in 
obtaining from a mass meeting of 
strikers yesterday acceptance of its 
leadership and repudiation of that 
of the United Textile Workers of 
America. The latter organization, 
heade’d by President Thomas F. Mc¬ 
Mahon, who is in personal charge of 
its activities here, held its ground 
1 and Mr. McMahon announced that it 
would extend its forces without re¬ 
gard to the opposition. As an added 
factor in the fight for control of the 
American Federation of Textile 
Operatives, a strike is planned by 
all the unions. 

New Methods. 

The One Big Union will organize 
its strike in a way new to New Eng¬ 
land. according to Legere. In a state¬ 
ment he reviewed the history of the 
| movement, beginning at Winnipeg, 
and its organization on community 
lir.es, by which it seeks a member¬ 
ship representative of all labor ele¬ 
ments without distinction, and said 
this would be followed out with a 
view to a big demonstration in which 
the whole city would Join. Such a 
general strike was not immediately 
contemplated, he explained, but 
would be tried if other means should 
fail.

PRESSURE TO LIFT 


I Prairie Cattle Man Urges Can¬ 
adian Activity 

Kt. John, N.B., April 4.—That the 
cattle embargo in Great Britain coiild 
and would be lifted if a little pressure 
was brought to bear from this side 
of the water, was a statement by 
Colonel H. A. Mullins, of Winnipeg, 
who was a passenger on the steam- 
! ship Montcalm, which arrived in port 
! yesterday. 

Colonel Mullins, who is one of the 
oldest and most prominent cattlemen 
of the Canadian Prairies, went to 
England on his own initiative to in- 
1 ve.stigate the cattle situation as it 
I affected Canada and the outlook for 
the lifting of the embargo. He spoke 
in London and several other English 
and Scottish cities on the removal of 
the embargo and he maintains that 
as far as the public was concerned, 
there was little or no opposition. He 
said the general feeling in Scotland 
and England was that Canadian cat- 
tie should be admitted. Colonel Mul¬ 
lins emphasized the fact that a little 
activity in Canada would open up 
that market for 'cattle. 

Immigration. 

Speaking of immigration matters 
Colonel Mullins said there was a great 
desire on the part of residents of the 
British Isles to learn about Canada. 
Many had eagerly questioned him 
about the country, and it was quite 
evident from their ignorance of Can¬ 
ada that there Is little effort being 
made to attract them through liter¬ 
ature or propaganda of any kind. 

He said there was a splendid type 
of settler there, eager to come to 
Canada and would prove invaluable 
if placed on Western lands, where 
itiifev w«uw paoiiHiV

HILLS REPORTED 

Belfast. April 4.—Colonel Montague 
Bates, chief of the Southern Liaison 
Commission, said to-day that orders 
had been given to the Sinn Feiners 
at Ballagh Bridge to cease firing and 
that these orders were being obeyed 
He said there was now no shooting 
from the Free State side of the Ulster 
border. 

Despiting the lull in sniping activi¬ 
ties, however, loyalists have not been 
permitted to return to their farms 
which are occupied by Southerners 
of whom about 500 are moving out 
of this area. 

Excitement has transferred to th 
desolate Sperrin Mountains, in North 
Tyrone, which are swept nightly by 
large bodies of crown forces who are 
sometimes fired upon by Sinn Feiners 
Frequent encounters have been re 
ported and The Belfast Telegraph 
correspondent has been told that 
twenty-five Sinn Feiners have been 
killed aud many mors wounded.

Regina, April 4.—Hon. William M. 
Martin, First Minister in the Sas¬ 
katchewan Government since Octo- j 
her, 1916. and prominent in the pub¬ 
lic life of the province for the last 
fourteen years, has resigned as 
Premier. Announcement of bis ap¬ 
pointment to the Saskatchewan Ap¬ 
peal Court bench is expected in a 
few days. Pending- reorganization 
of the Cabinet, Mr. Martin is con¬ 
tinuing in office, but it is thought 
that In a day or so Hon. C. A. Dun¬ 
ning, the present Provincial Treas¬ 
urer, will be called upon to form a 
Government.

CLEARED BY VOTE 

Ministry's Leadership in Bri¬ 
tain Was Confirmed 

Unionist Member Is to Offer 
Another Motion 

London, April 4.—The overwhelm¬ 
ing victory of Premier Lloyd George 
in tlie House of Commons last even¬ 
ing. when he was given the confi¬ 
dence of the House by a vote of 372 
to 94. has had the effect of a quick, 
violent thunderstorm in clearing the 
political atmosphere. 

Apparently nettled by intimations 
that he was dodging a direct vote 
of confidence in presenting his re¬ 
solution calling for support of the 
Government's policy toward the 
Genoa Conference, the Premier early 
in the debate declared the Cabinet 
j would stand or fall on the result of 
the division. The result left no doubt 
I as to the strength of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

J The Opposition centred Its attack 
i behind the Laborite amendment 
I which would have declared lack of 
confidence in the Government. When 
that went down in an avalanche of 
"nays,” the issue was as good ns de¬ 
cided, and the subsequent debate was 
almost perfunctory. 

An Effort. 

The fight against the. Coalition, 
however, has not been abandoned 
and Kir William Joynson-Hicks. 
Unionist, plans to put forward in the 
House to-morrow a motion to the 
effect that "in the opinion of this 
House. lack of definite and coherent 
principle in the policy of the present 
Coalition Government can only bf 
remedied by the establishment of s 
Ministry composed of men united by 
identity of political principals.”

Penalties are 
threatened If the conditions are not 
met by April 30.

Democracy.

complete restoration of industry and 
prosperity.” 

Facts Desired. 

The success of poisonous, malicious 
publicity. Kir Auckland went on, was 
due to the fact that there was no 
organization prepared to demand 
proof of the rtialignant and trouble¬ 
breeding report. "! am in favor of 
I the fullest publicity for facts, but 
the absolute suppression of malignant 
fancy," he added. 

Because the people of a democratic 
country was dependent entirely upon * 
the press for their information and 
opinions on world events, no organ¬ 
ization. said Kir Auckland, could un¬ 
dertake a more valuable work than 
to insist that proof of malicious ar¬ 
ticles should be produced or the writ¬ 
ers discredited. This was a work 
which Rotary might well undertake, 
he said. 

Able to Judge. 

"In all countries, certainly in the 
countries of the Empire, it is essen¬ 
tial that the men whose desire.is to 
extend friendship should take upon 
themselves to see that %he sources 
of information upon which the people 
must base their judgment are not ■ 
poisoned and that truth is given wide 
publicity." he concluded. "It is 
essential that they form a bodyguard 
for truth and meet the poison with 
the strong antidote of truth. Give 
the people the facts and I have great 
confidence in their ability to judgo 
rightly.”

Close to one hundred Victorians 
and their wives are attending the 
convention and are assisting the 
Vancouver Club numbers in enter¬ 
taining the visitors from other cities.

Mr. Melghen asserted that in this 
appointment tho Civil Service Com¬ 
mission had been over-ridden and an 
office filled which It was not thought 
necessary to fill by the late admin¬ 
istration.

MILITARY SERVICE 
ACT OF 1917 IS 

DECLARED DEAD 


Twenty-Five Smartly-Styled 


Ottawa, April 4.—The Military Act 
of 1917 is dead. The Prime Minister, 
the Leader of the Opposition and the 
Speaker of the House last night 
united In pronouncing its obsequies. 
J. S. Woodsworth. Labor member for 
Winnipeg Centre, had a bill to repeal 
the Act. There was some doubt, be 
argued, whether it was operative or 
not. If it were dead, it should at 
least be given a decent burial. 

Mr. Woodsworth spoke but .a few 
minutes. He was followed by Premier 
King, who read legal opinions in 
support of his contention that the Act 
was dead and could not again be in¬ 
voked. Mr. King intimated that had 
the Act been still 'operative the Gov¬ 
ernment would have been only too 
glad to act on the repealing bill, but 
the Act was dead. 

A subsequent speech by Rt. Hon 
Arthur Meighen, Leader of the Op- 1 
position, led to a sharp encounter. Mr. 
Meighen concurred that the Act was 
inapplicable to any war but the past 
war. But ho complained, the fact 
that it had not been repealed had 
been used as the basis for bitter as¬ 
sault during the election campaign 
against members of his administra¬ 
tion. 

Hon. Ernest Lapointe. Minister of 
Marine, retorted that members of the 
Meighen Cabinet had attacked Lib¬ 
erals because the Military ..Act had 
not been repealed. 

The debate gave evidence of being 
protracted. fbut the Speaker brought 
it to an abrupt close, lie had taken 
legal advice, and was of the opinion 
that the Act was dead. Hence It 
could not be replied.

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Federal Government Not 
Pressed by British 
Columbia 


Ottawa, April 4.—That no request 
had boon made for a transfer of the 
control of the British Columbia 
fisheries to that province, was a 
statement made In the House yester¬ 
day afternoon by Hon. ErnoHt La¬ 
pointe, .Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, in replying to W. G. Me- 
Quarrie, Conservative member for 
New Westminster. As these fisheries 
cost $400,000 rt year to administer. It 
was not likely that the province 
would seek the transfer, Mr. Lapointe 
added. 

On a motion of Hon. Charles Mar- 
oil. Bonaventurc, the House heard the 
long, involved story of the fishery 
dispute between the Federal Govern¬ 
ment *a«d the Province of Quebec. 
The dispute is one harking back over 
forty y^ars, and was only recently 
terminated by the passage of an 
Order-in-Counell by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment transferring the Quebec 
fisheries to the province. 

Hon. Ernest Lapointe, who out¬ 
lined the history of the dispute, held 
that the transfer had not Involved 
any giving away of rights. The 
Federal Government could still 
regulate.

LACONIA DIFFERS 
GREATLY FROM HER 
FORMER NAMESAKE 

New Ships of Cunard Fleet 
Are Oil-burners of Most 
* Modern Type 

The Laconia of pre-war days and 
the Laconia of the new one-funnel 
fleet of the Cunard Line are inti-r¬ 
esting comparisons. The old 
Laconia was fitted with reciprocat¬ 
ing engines, had two funnels, because 
of the larger boiler installation neces¬ 
sary, compared with her modern 
namesake, for the oil burning boilers 
of which one funnel suffices. The 
entire machinery space, with fuel 
bunkers, in the new ship, is about 
forty per cent, less than that of the 
old vessel'. Most of this saving in 
space results from the use of oil fuel 
which can be stored in the ships 
double bottom tanks, taking the place 
of ballast water usually carried there. 
The corresponding space occupied by 
boilers an ad coal bunkers in the 'pre¬ 
war vessels, is available for cargo 
in the new ship, and this is space at 
the fullest part of the vessel. A 
second funnel, with its hatch and 
casing, passing through all the decks 
not being peeessary in the new ves¬ 
sel. leaves the space, which would 
otherwise be required, available for 
passenger accommodation. public 
rooms and so on. This permits of a 
more pleasing and simple arrange¬ 
ment to suit the requirements of the 
ocean traveller and all adds to the 
comfort and pleasure of a voyage. 

The single funnel is an outstanding 
feature of the Cunard Company's 
new' fleet—the Samaria, Tyrrhenia, 
Antonia. Laconia, Andania and Au- 
sonia. To conform to the old-fash¬ 
ioned taste, the Cunard Company 
could have installed dummy funnels 
a* has been done in some liners, but 
such an arrangement does not com¬ 
mend itself for various reasons. That 
it did not appeal* to the company is 
evidenced by the fact that all their 
post-war vessels are fitted with one 
funnel. To carry to and fro across 
the Atlantic unnecessary top weight 
in the shape of a dummy funnel 
which also reduces the stability of 
the ship, is not a business policy 
and the Cunard Line is setting this 
fashion in single funneled oil burn¬ 
ing liners.

CONVICT SHIP WILL 

PAY MONTREAL VISIT 

Montreal. April 4.—One of the old¬ 
est ships that has visited Montreal 
in many a long day and probably the 
strangest ship ever seen In local 
waters is expected to visit this port 
next season to make an extended 
stay, according to a letter received 
from her master, Captain D. H. Smith 
who commands the famous old Aus¬ 
tralian convict ship, Success. This 
ship is now on a tour of the world 
and her master hopes to sail her up 
the St. Lawrence shortly after the 
openlhg of navigation in the Spring 
The stay in this port is scheduled for 
several weeks, during which time the 
ship will be open to visitors. The 
Success spent some time in New York 
harbor last year. She Is the only 
siwviVor of those ships that once com¬ 
prised the notorious 'Felon Fleet,” 
which between the years of 1787 and 
1868 transported over 167,000 men 
women and children from Great Hri-j 
tain to Australia. The ship Success 
was built in 1790 at Moulmein. Brit¬ 
ish East India, to be used as an 
armed East India merchantman. She 
was purchased by the British Govern¬ 
ment In 1802 and was converted into 
a floating convict* prison and soon 
became the commodore ship of the 
felon fleet. Although the oldest ship 
afloat In the world, she is still un¬ 
changed after all these years, noth¬ 
ing being omitted from her except 
her original human freight. Aboard 
her are now shown In their original 
state, all the airless dungeons and 
the manacles, the branding irons, the 
condemned cells, the whipping posts, 
the punishment balls, the leaden- 
tipped cat-o-nine-tails, the coffin 
bath and other inventions of a more 
unregenernte age. The Success was 
scuttled in Sydney harbor in 1885 
but was raised five jears later and 
has since, it Is claimed been inspected 
by more^than 15 .ooo. 0 bO people.

MODERN NOAH'S ARK 

The While Star liner Medic, like 
nn up-to-date Noah's Ark. reached 
Tilbury, London, recently, from Aus¬ 
tralia/ with a. most representative 
collection of birds and animals that 
has ever left the Antipodes. A. S. 
Lc Souer. a director of the Sydney 
Zoological Society, and representing 
the Sydney, Melbourne, and Perth 
zoos, officiated as the Noah of the 
collection, which has been transferred 
to the Regent's Park Zoo. Two of the 
most interesting new arrivals are lung 
fishes, which arc only found In a 
couple of Queensland rivers. When 
the water supply gives out the fishes 
bury themselves In the mud. and 
breathe the air at frequent Intervals 
There were also a podargus, a frog- 
mouthed bird allied to the nightjar 
and six flying phalanger of the squir¬ 
rel variety. Although most of the 
specimens arrived safely there were 
some slight losses en route. The 
kangaroos had suffered from the 
heat, but were lively on reaching Til¬ 
bury. Some of the quails, pigeons 
and parrots lay eggs on the Journey 
and upon nearing the Equator, set¬ 
tled down to hatch them.

Montreal, April 4.—Cable advices “ 
report that the SS. Montrose docked 
at Liverpool after a highly satisfac¬ 
tory trial run. She was built by the 
Fairfield Shipbuilding and Engineer¬ 
ing Company at Govan. Scotland, and 
is a sister of the Montcalm and 
Montclare. 

The Montrose will reach Montreal 
on her first trip on May 14, and the 
Montclare. on her maiden trip, on 
duly 2. The Montcalm, the first of 
the three Canadian Pacific oil-burning 
steamships for the Liverpool-Cana¬ 
dian service, sailed from Liverpool 
for St. John on January 17 on hdr 
first voyage. The Montcalm. Vic¬ 
torian. Montrose and Mojitclare” will 
maintain a weekly service between 
Montreal ..and Liverpool this Sum¬ 
mer. 

Tl>e Montrose was built to the re- — 
quirernents of the highest class of 
Lloyd’s Register under sperial sur¬ 
vey. Is classed "10UA1," and repre¬ 
sents in every way the very best 
of her type in beauty and symmetry 
of design, and in security, speed 
steadiness and perfect comfort.' She 
in a geared-turbine, twin-screw, steel 
steamship with cruiser stern and 
carries two funnels. The dimensions 
ure 666 feet in length. 70 feet in 
breadth, 51 feet deepth. Her gross 
register is over 16.400 tons. 

The Montrose and her new sister 
ships, the Montcalm and Montclare 
are of the one-cabin type made popu¬ 
lar by the present “M’s.” the Alinne- 
dosa. Melitu, and Metagama. Acco¬ 
modation is provided for over 60C 
vabin passengers, and 1,250 third- 
class passengers. 

These three new liners will use oil

Cod took another drop 
and is almost back to normal after 
Its prolonged shortage. Dropping 
from two pounds for 35 cents retailers 
aren ow demanding 15 cents a pound, 
while the fillets are down to 20 cents, 
the previous l i“'drt t Ll<>n being two 
pounds for 45 cents/ Smelts are en¬ 
tirely off the market, and are liable 
to be so for an Indefinite period, 
while the salmon shortage situation 
Is still in a precarious condition. 
catches are small, and the Lentera 
season demands a large share of the 
product. Thd^sciirclty, however, is 
expected to be lifted after Easter, 
when the Lenten season closes. Olym¬ 
pia oysters raised 10 cents on the old 
figure. 

Meat prices varied also and local 
lamb once again featured the fluctu¬ 
ations at down-town stores. Two 
cents was the advance, the figure now 
standing at 32 cents and 42 cents. 
New Zealand-frozen carcases are not 
so plentiful us they were a week ago, 
an»i Cheaper lamb from this quarter 
can not bo expected. Locul l;gs of 
mutton also feature a break in the 
price, showing a tendency for hard¬ 
ening in price. Two rents was also 
the incline on this product. A change 
is being looked for in the prices of 
pork, which h ive been firming up on 
the Calgary market recently. If 
prices sour it will affect the quota¬ 
tions on smoked meats considerably. 

The dairgamarket is lietwoen sea¬ 
sons ;j>-f5res <e\t. and variations can¬ 
not be expected on this section until 
the arrival of the boat from the Anti¬ 
podes. At present the shipment is 
unknown as far as freight is concern¬ 
ed. Egg prices can be looked to 
fluctuate in the next few days. There 
were no changes on the dairy sec¬ 
tion. Feed prices are folding out 
steadily, and local feed dealers are 
hoping for a consistent quotation for 
the next few weeks. There were no 
new arrivals in the vegetable.market, 
and prices remain the same. The 
quotations have been revised as fol¬ 
lows:

Budapest, April 4. -With the death 
of Qharles llapsburg. who was 
crowned King of 11 angary, the pro¬ 
visional constitution. which whs 
based on the fact that the King was 
prevented from exercising his pre¬ 
rogatives. must be redrafted by the 
Assembly about elected. 

Further postponement of Hungary's 
choice of a form of government has 
become impossible, tind through the 
coming elections the people must de¬ 
cide the question and elect a king if 
the monarchical form is. preferred. 

Candidates for the throne are 
springing, up again, strong parties 
forming for the support of the Arch¬ 
dukes Albrecht and Joseph Ferdinand, 
but many deputies are reviving lie 
proposal for the election of an Eng¬ 
lish Prince. The party favoring 
Francis Joseph Otto Hapsburg, 
eldest son of the late Charles Haps¬ 
burg, however, unquestionably is the 
strongest. 

Although the Legitimists are united 
on a platform upholding the claims 
of Otto Hapsburg, their programme 
is growing more radical. 

The indications are that Charles 
Hapsburg's death has strengthened 
the position ot the Government of 
Admiral Horthy. the Regent. The 
menace of an uprising has lost its 
acuteness, and the opinion Is grow¬ 
ing that Otto Hapsburg will lose the 
■support of those pro-Hapsburgs wjio 
founded Charles Hapsburg’s claim 
to the thrqne on the fact of his coro¬ 
nation. 

The Government is considering the 
Legitimist desires for national 
mourning, as for a sovereign® and 
I also has stated -there is no objection 
to the burial of the body, of the late 
Charles Hapsburg in Hungary, if he 
expressed his wish in his Testament. 

As regards the claims put forward 
for Otto Hapsburg. the Government 
insists that the rights of all the Haps¬ 
burg* were abrogated by the de¬ 
thronement act passed by the Na¬ 
tional Assembly and that even the 
election of Otto Hapsburg. which is 
barred by that law. depends on the 
consent of the Allied Powers. 1 

A "Proclamation." 

Budapest. April 4. A Legitimist 
proclamation declared that ’with the 
death of Chyles. Otto the Second is 
king of Hungary, although temporar¬ 
ily prevented from coronation," has 
been issued, signed by nineteen aris¬ 
tocrats. headed by Count Albert 
Apponyf. 

t’urfli ^ii " .Czvj-n oi h. Primate of 
Hungary, made the declaration to¬ 
day that in his opinion Otto Haps¬ 
burg had become King. 

The Municipal Council has adopted 
a resolution by Count, APJ M, n> i thsat 
the body of the late Charles llaps- 
I burg be buried in Budapest.

London, April 4.—The declaration 
by the House of Commons of confid¬ 
ence in the Lloyd George Government 
last nig-ht by 372 to 94, a majority of 
278. was the topic of much political 
discussion to-day. 

The result was regarded as exceed¬ 
ingly satisfactory for the Prime Min¬ 
ister, as the combined Laborites and 
Independent Liberals number about 
100, and the "die hards" about 50, all 
of whom might have been expected 
to oppose the Premier’s resolution. 

The Prime Minister's speech, in¬ 
viting Parliament to vote confidence 
In the Government’s policy, was note¬ 
worthy inasmuch as it touched only 
lightly upon the political crisis at 
home, and because it endorsed the 
French policy toward Russia, al¬ 
though Mr. Lloyd George himself dis¬ 
played much sympathy for un en¬ 
tirely concllitory attitude toward 
Russia.

"5.—Estimated cost of completion j 
of work now being done.by City En¬ 
gineer’s Department: 

Estimated cost $6,606. 

"6. Particulars of contracts let and 
prices for same: 

"Contract ✓No. 1 consisted of the 
substructure work described In ques¬ 
tion No. 3. This contract was not let. 
and Instructions wore given for it to 
be carried out by day labor. All pro¬ 
posals received were based upon 
quantities and prices, or a schedule 
basis, no proposals for a lump sum 
contract being received. Upon these 
schedules, the lowest submitted was 
$177,376 for day labor, and the lowest 
contract price was $214,1774. The 
actual cost o# this work, based on 
the actual quantity of work done was 
$ 206 . 0 S 6 . and the estimated cost at the 
schedule price submitted for day 
labor was $192,047. If this work had 
been let to the lowest contractor, his 
price would have worked out to $239,- 
766, representing a saving to the 
City, by having carried out the work 
by day labor of $33,680. 

"Contract No. 2 was let to the Can¬ 
adian Bridge Company for the sup¬ 
erstructure of the highway side of 
the bridge, for the sum of $239,400, to 
which must be added Strauss’ royalty 
and designing fees, and also the mill 
and shop Inspection fees, bringing 
the total to approximately $257,000. 

| "7. Amounts paid on these con¬ 


tracts and amounts still owing. 

Contract No. 1. This question has 
already been answered. 

Contract No. 2. $15,233, leaving a 

balance of $241,767 to be paid. 

"8. Particulars of work still to be 
done and estimated cost of same: 

"Contmrt No. 3 for the railway 
superstructure, now estimated, in¬ 
cluding all fees as stated above, ut 
$ 222 , 000 . 

"Contract No. 4 being the comple¬ 
tion of the substructure work, esti¬ 
mated at $30,000. 

"Contract No. 5, being the comple¬ 
tion of the roud surface on Hhe ap¬ 
proach spans of the highway super¬ 
structure, upon completion of the 
railway superstructure, $5,000. east 
approaches consisting of tho filling 
and paving required at the foot of 
Johnson Street, $10,000. West ap¬ 
proaches being the construction of a 
small bridge, and the necessary pav¬ 
ing work on the reserve. $24,000. 

"9. Estimated cost Of removal of 
bridge: 

Is $7,000. 

"In order to make the above clearer, 
the following statement is attached: 

"In order to give the Council some 
idea of th© difficulties entailed in 
estimating bridge, work even only a 
few weeks ahead, and not as had to 
be done with the by-law. some years 
in advance of the work, I should like 
to point out that there was a range 
in prices In Contract No. 1 of 
$80,000 for work costing in the 
neighbodhood of $206,000. and in 
Contract No. 2, $78,000 In work cost¬ 
ing approximately $239,000. and Con¬ 
tract No. 3, in tenders refused a few 
weeks ago, approximately $41,000 
upon work costing approximately 
$210,000. The above differences rep¬ 
resent a percentage of uncertainty in 
the minds of tho bridge contractors 
themselves of 30 per cent., and as¬ 
suming that the whole bridge will be 
completed for $840,000, ihe work will 
have been estimated originally within 
16 V4 per cent., which is a better guess 
for work to be done three years 
ahead than that made by bridge con¬ 
tractors for . work to b© done a few 
l months ahead.”
